Sept. 13 

Governor Edmund G. 
Brown has asked all Cali¬ 
fornians to join in a state¬ 
wide, bipartisan campaign 
to register 3 million voters 
before September 13. 

Noting that August 13 to 
September 13 had been de¬ 
clared "Register Month,” the 
governor said: 

'This week was the first 
anniversary of the Berlin 
Wall ,a grim reminder that 
much of the world lives in 
totalitarian societies, denied 
the freedom to vote and the 
rights of free speech and 
free press. 

“The Berlin Wall should 
stand as a reminder to all of 
us that our rights are de¬ 
pendent on strong exercise 
of them. The right to vote is 
among the most precious of 
those rights. Our use of it in 
every election is mandatory 
if our democratic society is 
to function effectively. 

“Today, in California, 
there are about 3 million 
non-registered voters — citi¬ 
zens who failed to vote in 
the primary election, new 
residents, or those who 
moved since the last elec¬ 
tion. 

"I urge all organizations, 
city and county govern¬ 
ments, labor unions .church
